Registration for the first quarter in Ripon College will tak Mats Won! ¥! ILLIRUIS 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday, September 20, 21, and 22. 

The freshmen will register Monday afternoon and Tuesday forenoon. 

Upper classmen will register Tuesday afternoon and all day Wednesday. 

All new students will first go to the Dean’s office in East Building for 
matriculation cards. 

The matriculation card is then taken to the second floor of Ingram Hall 
where the registration will take place. 

Committees of the faculty will be in different rooms on the second floor 
ot Ingram Hall, where each student will have some member of the faculty 
for consultation in making out his course of study. 

The registration slip is then taken to the committee on class cards, where 
the proper class cards are made out. 

The cards and registration form are then taken to the Registrar where 
the registration is approved and the bill made out. 

The bill must then be taken to the office of the Cashier, in East Building. 

The fees must etther be paid or proper arrangements made for the same 
before the registration is complete and the student entitled to attendance and 
class credit. 

The procedure for returning students is the same as for new students 
except that they do not have to see the Dean, as their former matriculation is 
sufficient.

Changes in the Faculty 


With the opening of the. fall term, Professor W. H. Barber, who was 
dean of the college for twelve years and has been enjoying a two-year leave 
of absence at the University of Wisconsin, will resume his work at Ripon as 
head of the department of physics. 

Mr. Carl Nurnberger, who has had charge of the department of physics 
during the past year, has a position at the University of Minnesota. 

Professor Mary Taintor, head of the department of French, will have a 
year’s leave of absence to study at Columbia University. During her absence- 
Miss Ruth Shirley will have charge of the department. She is a graduate 
of the University of Illinois, receiving her Bachelor’s degree in 1922 and 
her Master’s degree in 1923. Since then she has been employed as precep- 
tress and teacher of French at Burr and Bates Seminary, Manchester, Ver- 
mont. 

Miss Lorna Mulder, a graduate of the Physical Education Course at La 
Crosse, will have charge of the physical education for women. 


Mr. R. A. Kolf, former assistant coach at Oshkosh Normal School, will 
aid Coach Doehling in the training of Ripon athletes during the coming 
year. 

Professor John W. Becker, head of the department of Spanish, has a 
year’s leave of absence for study and travel abroad. His work will be carried 
this year by Lawrence Hamley, a graduate of Ripon College in the class of 
1925. 

There are some changes in the English department. Mr. Sylvester Tous- 
saint, who has been an instructor in English and public speaking for the 
past three years, has resigned to become head of the public speaking depart- 
ment at Monmouth College. Miss Nina Bradley, who has instructed in 
English and Latin for four years has also resigned to teach elsewhere. Under 
these circumstances Dean J. Clark Graham will devote all his teaching time 
to the English department. The work in psychology which Dean Graham 
previously carried will be done by Mr. George J. Duycha, who will devote 
the rest of his time to English. Miss Bradley’s place will be filled by Miss 
Erna Bagemihl. 

Mr. George J. Duycha is a graduate of Coe College in the class of 1925. 
He also received his Master’s degree from the University of Iowa last June, 
where he held a scholarship in philosophy. 

Miss Erna Bagemihl is a graduate of Ripon College in the class of 1917. 
For several years she taught successfully in the Ripon High School. She 
comes to Ripon from Sault Ste. Marie where she was head of the 
department of English. At Ripon she will divide her time between the 
English and Latin departments. 


Summer School 


The enrollment in the 1926 Summer School showed an increase of over 
33 per cerit over that of 1925. The good news of a full quarter of college 
work, available under ideal conditions, is spreading. Mature students are 
especially appreciative of the small classes and intimate contacts with faculty 
members. This year, besides the local staff, two new men were introduced— 
one a practical schoolman and linguist, Superintendent Schubert of Hart- 
ford; the other a distinguished cosmopolite, known internationally in the 
realm of criticism, politics, and belles lettres—Mr. Francis Neilson. Mr. 
Neilson gave a series of thirty lectures in) world literature to a large and 
enthusiastic class. This feature alone would have made the summer session 
remarkable. Happily coming generations of students will have a permanent. 
reminder of Mr. Neilson and his accomplished wife, Helen Swift Neilson, 
in several volumes of books which they presented to the library. These 
include works by both Mr. and Mrs. Neilson.
